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Remarks/Arguments 

Re-examination and favorable reconsideration in light of the above amendment and the 
following comments are respectfully requested. 

Claims 1-4, 6-8 and 10-19 are pending in the application. Claims 1 - 4, 6 - 8, 12 - 18 
stand allowed and claims 10, 11, and 19 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph as 
being indefinite because they depend from cancelled claim 9. 

By the present amendment, claim 19 has been amended to change its dependency from 
cancelled claim 9 to allowed claim 1. Thus, the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph 
is now moot. 

In view of the Board's decision and the above amendment, the instant application is 
condition for allowance.
